Combat^ both plead the Law is on 
their fide; for the Members, as well 
as .the Mind, pretend a Law, Law a- 
gainft Law • I find a law in my Mem- 
bers warring againfi the law of my 
Mini ; fo that both Mind and Mem- 
bers warring,give out, and boaft they 
have Law for it, whilft each feek the 
deftru<ftkm of other,they both profes, 
as legall, to juftify their proceedings. 
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Serm. i. In the grand Difference and fad 
Combuftions of thefe dayes, no Mao 
(f fuppofe) will hold a private Per- 
fon to be axompetent Arbitratour ; 
and yet in this great Diffention and 
Mutiny between Mind and Mem- 
bers,between Flefti and Spirit (I con- 
ceive) there is no man fo littleinte- 
refTed,butit concerns him neerly to 
be ableto fay in which of thefe is the 
Legiflative Power, it concerns every 
of us jo be able to fay whether it be 
• in the power of the Mind, or the 
Members to propound a Law ; whe- 
ther it be in the power of the Mind 
or the Members to denounce a War; 
whether the Mind or the Members 
ought in this cafe, to have the Nega* 
tive^ot the Over-ruling Voice. 

For, How (hall it be found pofii- 
ble to compound this Difference? 
How in this War can we poilibly be 
able to fay or determine on which 
• fide we ought to be? (for N 'entrails 
in this fight no men living can be J 
Whether we ought to fide with the 
Mind or the Members ? Whether the 
law of the fupreameft or of the loweft j 
■ portion of the foul ought to fway the J 

whole 
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whole man ?* This (faywe). cannot, Serm. ** 
before it evidentfy {hall appear in 
whether of thefe God hath placed 
this Power. 

For, if the Members have the Po- 
wer, if they muft give the Law, it is 
then Rebellion in the Mind not to be 
ruled, vr to war againft them ; But 
if the Mind have this preheminence 
if Law and war fliall prove only at 
her difpofe, 'tis then Rebellion in the 
Members, not to be captive at her 
Will, not to be guided by her Law* 
not to lay down Arms whenfoever 
Ihe commandeth. So that the 
main bufinefs in this Text is too too 
like the difcourfe of thefe dayes,point 
pf Prerogative, Supremacy, Monar- 
chy ; for this the Members would 
have, this they claim, this they war 
for; and this the Mind will not. affent 
unto. For, 

This (he challenges as her Royalty, 
as her Crown. and> Dignity, as her 
Rig^t, and inseparable Authority; 
This (he claims , and profeiTeth to

is ena&ed , or of what War foerer 
{hall be raifed or commenced againft 
the Mind ; Now whether Mind or 
Members can in this cafe produce beft 
evidence,the facred Records of Script, 
will cleerly manifeft; in them we fhall 
impartially fee which doth ufurp, and 
which ufurpeth not,* which may raife 
war, & which (without apparent Re- 
bellion)may not ftir a foot; which Law 
we muft, and which e contra we muft 
not be ruled by. I finds a Law in my 
Member s % &c. 

Law and War are points of great 
confequence : as then in high Courts 
points of that nature ufe to be; even

&te) but from god. God without Rom. 15. 
doubt is the originall of all power, of 
his folnefs it is,that every thing which 
hath power, hath the power it hath; 
for that man is fuperiour to the beaft 
of the field, and not they to him; it 
therefore only is, becaufe it pleas'd 
the Lord to give Man Power and Do- 
minion overthem, and not them over G#n.i.i6 / 
him. Or that Man, and not Woman, 
is the nobler fex; that the Man over 
the Wife , and not the Wife over

commanding power, this is alfo from 

the-difpofition ef the Altai ghty, be-

Whether then of the grand Con- 
tenders in the Text? whether the 
Mind or Members ought to have the 
preheminence and the fuperior po- 
wer ? This we muft learn from him, 
who is the fountain of all-power ,and 
the firfl Ordeiner of allDifparitie;for 
what he hath given to the Members 
the Members muft have , arid what 
he hath allotted to the Mind, the 
Mind muft not be deprived of; where 
the power of Law and the power of 
War hath by God been placed, that 
is the proper feat, there we muft 
maintain, there look for it" 

In the beginning of Times, when it 
pleafed God to create the world, we 
ftiall read that he therefore made 
Beaftstobe fubordinate, and under 
Man, becaufe after his own Image % 

GeiUii?, & according to his own Likenefsae- 

!$> ated he Man.Now between Mind and 

Mem- 
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Members there is a much what like Serm.i 

proportionable diftin&ion, for as the 

Beafts and Bruits of the field, even fa 

the Members , that is,>the PaJJions; 

Flejb, and hwer parts of Man, they 

are wholly led by Senfe, and are in 

compare unto the Mind, no better 

than bruitifh, and void of underftan* 

ding. As then man, by reafon of his 

being created in the likenefs of God, 

is therefore fuperiour over theBeaft 

of the field,cven fo for as much as the 

Mind is that, wherein Man is made 

like unto God , and the Members, 

thofe portions or paflions by which 

man agreetb, and is like to Bruits, 

therefore muft the Mind be fuperiour 

to the Members, and have like power 

over them as hath Man dominion O" 

ver the Beaft of the field. 

For as thefe. two, Senfe, and Rea- 
. fon, make the fpecificall difference 
between Man and Beaft, even fo doth 
it between Mind and Members ; the 
Mind is that part of the foul in which 
God placed Reafen, Underftanding, 
Judgement, that part of the feu! in 
which Grace, freedome of Will, and 
choice of good is fixed and feat:d $

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Strm. I. whereas on the other fide^ by tfec 
Members we are to underftand,either 
the outward Senfes, and corporal! 
Members of the body ; the fenfiiall 
appetite, whether Concupifcible, or_ 
Irafcible, that is, all our Paffions and 
AfFe&ions, iiich as are, fe*re 9 joy y 
wrath, love \hofe, grief "e, or the like. 
In a word, all whatsoever (which is 
indeed the Totnm and all ) all that we 
have(& may find the like in Bruits,all 
fuch) whether Paffions, orDefires, 
or Affeftions , they are comprifed 
and comprehended under this word 
{^Members. J 

If then Man himfelf, becaufe he is 
the Image of God, is therefore made 
fuperiour to the Beafts which have 
no understanding; certainly then,that 
part of man in which- this fimilitude 
or likenefs doth confift, that power 
and portion of the foul in which this 
Image of God is, that muft needs be 
the fupremef^nobleft^and chief com- 
manding portion, in that doubtlefle 
("if in any) there muft refide the po- 
wer of Law, War, and dire&ion in 
all proceedings. 

NowtheApoftle plainly tells us, 

the 
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the New man (that is, that part oftSem. i. 
man which beareth the Image of his 
Maker, and the likenefs of his God) 
is that portion of the foul which is 
capable of Knowledge, capable of Col.j.io* 
Righteoufnejje and true Hotinefs. And Eph. 3.24 
this muft needs be the minde of many 
for the AfFeftions and Members they 
cannot rife to fo high a pitch; hinder 
they oft both may, and do,but lead or 
guide they cannot, into the paths of 
righteoufnefs. 

- Col. 3.5. you have thefe Words, 
Mortifiejour Members which are, Hf- 
en earth. The power of life and death 
cannot be in any other bat the fu~ 
pream hand ; whereas then the fpirit 
of God faith, mortifiejonr Members , 
whereas it puts a kind of killing po- 
wer (and that over the Members 
too.) This manifeftly inferres the 
mind to be the liiperio? faculty, yea 
the Mind is that in which God hath 
placed the power of bothLaw &War. 
Again, if (as before I have proved) 
£ve was therefore fubjeft unto 
Adam, becaufe (he once daring to 
dire&,mifled her Husband ; then for 
certain, the Afte&ions, Serf >s/Mem- 
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Sgtm. _i.bers,tbeymuftall be captivated and 
fob jeft to the Mind, for they never 
bad, but they mifguide the mind, 
they never counfell, but (as we very 
well phrafe it) they Tranjport the 
foul. That this our Xingdome is not 
now, as in our State of more inno- 
etnej, it was wont to be (a; leafing 
ftrdkifi), that now fo many fwords 
are drawn , and fo many fluces * of 
bldud let open i isr not this becaufe 
we have (even yet) too many uxorir # 
ogs AMms ? becaufe we have yet too 
many that fuffer their Sves to lead 
them ? or, to give itin the phrafe,and 
bounds of my Text, is it not becaufe 
- things are managed rather by difaffe- 
Aed paflions then by Law & Confci-r 
ence,rather by jarring Membersthen 
aucorapofed>l ind ? 

The Scripture afTureth, if the blind 
kad the blind (both will at length 
precipitate) both will fall into the 
ditch ; the eye and light . of the 
foul is the mind of man in it, and it 
onlyihineth the light of gracejall the 
affeftioas, paflions, and. carnall de- 
iires, they are as fo many clouds, 
darknihg and eclipfin^ this blefled 

light, a 
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light, and therefore if by them wcSerm; i~ 
lhall fuffer ourselves to be led, if we 
fliall fquare our a&ions by their Law; 
and order all our doings to give them 
content , we lhall too late find we 
have followed a blind guide, and that 
both Mind and Members muft infal- 
libly perifti iri this courfe. 

In the firft ven of the fallowing 
ch. they who are in Chrift Jefus, they 
who in him would be found without 
condemnation, t&ey muft walk not 
after the flejb but after the Jpirit : a * 
plain evidence, that not the Paflions, 
Lufts, and aftefttans, not the Flefh, 
and Members thereof, but the . Spirit 
(that. is. the mind of man .endowed 
with the Spirit) that is it that muft 
fcad the way, that is it that muft give 
the Law and Rule of walking; we 
muft not walk after the FLefh, DUt afc 
ter the Spirit; not after the Members, 
but according to the Mind. 

Eccluf. 37. 1 6. Let Reafon go before 
every Entcrfrife, and Qwnfell before 
every Atlion. That part and portion * 
of the foul, in which God hath pla- 
ced Reafon, Gounfell, Coufcienee, 
Grace, that is it which muft give di- 

reftion 
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Serm. i . reftion to every Enterprife ; our 
Judgement, and not our Lufts, our 
Mind, and not our Members which 
have the power of Law and Warre. 
Pafs we then to the fecondConfidera- 
ble, let us fee what is the Law of the 
Mind, and what is the Lawj of the 
Members. 
The Law of the Mind is indeed no 

Vcrfe ix. other but the Law of God, for / de- 
light in the Law of God concerning the 
inward Man. The inward Man, that 
is the Mind, Spirit, and better part of 
man, that acknowledging ( like a 
Monarch) no fupcrior but God on- 
ly, will not yeild to any but Gods 
Law, and therefore, faith the regene- 
rate mind, I delight in the? Law of 
God. 

The Law of the Members, that is 
indeed rather a tumultuous Ordi- 
nance than a Law, it is rather a muti- 
nous Enforcement than a legal! 
Courfe ; it is, faith the Apoftle plain- - 

Vcifc i5- ly,the Law of Sin^Lim which haih 
nothing like a Law in it,for it is indeed 
the breach of all Law,it is finre (faith 
Saint TauCfitA yet becaufe the Mem- 
bers have (o voted it, it mtift be called 
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a Law; I fee (faith the Text ) Anther Sem. I 
Law in my Members. 

Another LawfL Law clean contrary , 

# to the Law of the Mind;a Law (I may 
well fay ) cleane contrary to the 
Law of God : For, as in all Monar- 
chies, it is the Law and Order of God 
Almighty that Subje&s receive from, 
and not give unto their Soveraigne 
Lawes; even fo it is the Law of God, 
the mind unto the members, not the 
members unto the minde prefcribea 
Law : all our fenfes, all our mem- 
bers, all our a&ions, and all our 
thoughts are bound to follow her 
guidance, which they muft come and 
gp^ do and fuffer,when^nd what (he 
f*efcribeth. 

Sure I am it hath been refolvM of 
old (but wanting books I cannot cite 
the Authors) in matters of high con- 
fluence and concernment, that they 
who are bound to obey, are not fo 
much to attend the reafon as the 
. authority of axommand ; the Sub- 
je& is not bound to fift his Sove- 
raign, for if he were, I fee not how it 
could be faid, The Kings heart can n$ p ^ 
manfearch -ont ; yea very good proof v 

I 
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Strm. 1. 1 have to fay, our Saviour comman- 
ded Saint Peter to do what he under- 
ftood not, what I doe (faith the Ma- 
Joh. 13.7. fter) thorn kpoweft not nm y and yet, 
under a fearfoll commination, he ur- 
ged his Obedience. And indeed were 
it not thus between minde and mem- 
bers, were not the fenfes aud affefti- 
ons to obey the raindetill they were 
fatisfied^ind faw rqafoh for it ; if that 
old faying be true^^w^rf &fapere 
ipfi fovi non datur^that left and wif- 
come can never confift together; then 
for certaine no exorbitant pailion 
would ever become obedient and 
plyable to the foul. 

But indeed, fo abfolute a Monarch 
is the mind to the foul of man, that if 
any one affeftion, any one feni'e, pa£ 
fion, or member fhall dare to do any 
thing againft her judgement. and her 
refolve,thatPerfonis really difaffe- 
Acd, that Senfe infallibly malignant, 
and that Member without all quefti- 
on delinquent in the -Court of Hea- 
ven : For look what is faid of a King, 
and by a King, the fam£ isvjryap- 
pliable to the foveraignty of the ' 
Ecdef.3.4. mind% Where the wcri of a King is, 

there 
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there u porter. Where the Minde hath Serm. ii 
faid the word, there is no power in 
Man, to warrant the gain-laying of 
it ; * and if the following Interroga- 
tion in that verfe muft pofitively be 
read, that is,- — -2^j Man may fay 
unto the King;what dofithou ? Then 
is this regall preheminence a moft v 
pertinent explication of the Mindes 
fuperexeellency •. for to it, no Sence, 
no Member, no P^ffion, no Affe&i- 
on may fay what doft thou ? yea fb 
feverely hath God fubjefted the 
whole man to the direftion and Law 
of the Minde, tthat albeit the Minde 
mifguides, albeit (he ifliies forth an 
Order, which will deftroy the Mem- 
t>ers,yea and die whole man to boot: 
yet, Mens erronea ligat , yet for as 
much as the Minde or Confidence is 
the fupream Judicatory in Men,, for 
as much as the minde is (as we have 
fworne our Soveraigne is) the melj 
f*prcame> fin we needs muft, fhould 
we not follow her even in a wrong 
direction, much more if we adhere 
not clofe, whilft yet her Law is the 
Law of God, and all her Judgements 
confenant to his gtory. In a word, 

the 
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Serm i the Law of the regenerate mind is to 
»o before, to guide and order even 
!he whole man in the paths of righte- 

oufnefs. 

Now the Law «f the members , 
that is (as the Text fpeaks ) Another 
Lev, that is a dean contrary courfe : 
for whereas it is the kgall and divine 
prerogative of the mind to give Law 
unto the wholeman : the Members 
finding this a curbe unto their 
liberty ■, and a main fuppreffion of 
their defires, they ftrive by all means 
poffible to fubvert this Order ,• to 
change this Government , to over- 
throw this Eundamentall Law, for 
they being carnall will not endure a 
fpirituall Government, they being 
many, will oot abide that the mindc 
being but one, (hould overcule 
them, and therefore (as if it were 
their charter , their priviledge, and 
their righO they ftrive to give Law 
unto the minde,, and refolve to wage 
a warre> if Ihebe not led by them. 

James 4. 1 . From whence are Wars 
and Contentions among jott ? art thej 
not hence, even of jour Infts tha 
fight in jour Members ? 
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The lower Houfc of this Naturall-frm. 1. 
Parliament in Man, confifts of many 
Members, of many Lufts, of many 
difordered pafSons ; ail which , 
though they Combine , Covenant, 
and fo farre agree,as to warre againft 
the minde, yet they have alfo their , 
feverall defignes , and their particu- 
lar ends ; for as when there was no . 
King in Ifrael, Every man did rrhat Judges 17. 
feemedgotd in his mne eyes ; even fo, *• 
to the end that every man may walke 
as his Lufts lead him, that every Luft 
may be a Law unto it felfe, therefore 
as againft a common enemy ,theLufts, 
and Members, are continually war- 
ring againft the minde. 

Nor only.fo, but as Saint fames 
bbferves, They fight in *ur Members 
to* 5 The Lufts warre againft, and 
quarrell one with another, and in- 
deed no wonder, for amongft equalls 
wholhould command? who obey? 
why (h<wld not Wrath baye as much 
command as Joy ? why pot Joy as 
much as Love? why* not Love as 
much as any ? That Member which 
defires .a Monopoly of pfeaftre, 
warrcs againft that, which ftands 

upon 
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Serm. i . upon Honour and Repute : And that 
Member whofe defigne is Honour, 
endures not that which is bent upon 
Wealth and Riches; The Lufts of 
Man (even like contrary windes) 
they rage and fwell one: againftano- 
- ther, only whilft they warre againft 
theminde, they admit a league; 
they are all like thofe wicked Citizens 
Luke i f. (in this they agree) We -mil not have 
**• this Man reign over us. The Law of 

theminde (hall not Rule, Regulate 
or order us ; fo that, as Saint James 
hath taught us, even hence are Wars 
and Contentions, becaufe our Lufts 
fight in our Members. 

Ecclef. 10. 7. / have feen (faith 
Solomon ) Servants tm. Horfes$ and 
Princes walking**? Servants on the 
ground. That fight of Solomon , is 
indeed that which the rainde and 
Members differ and war about ; for 
the Members, they, though Servants* 
would be oh Horfes; Yea,they would 
have the minde, though their Prince 
to walke and waite upon them . - And 
this is apparent from the words next 
following in the Text, for that which 
Saint Paul complained of, (though 

it 
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*t beare the^narne of a Law) himfelfe Serm* 1 . 
fheweth was flat Tyranny ; for the 
Members endeavour to make even a 
very Have -of the minde — — I fee a 
Law in my Members warring againft 
the Law of my minde, and leading 
me Caftive unto the Law of finne 
which is in my Members, leading me 
Caftive. Nothing will content the 
Members , anleffe they may captive 
and enflave the minde ; and for this 
I am confident,there are very few of 
us, but may finde in our foulcs, 
even an experimental! pro.ofe. . 

For, what Paffion eanyou imagine 
inthefoufe, which whikft it is pre- 
dominant, expefts not from the 
minde, what fervice and art) fiance 
foever it (hall pleafe to challenge, 
yea the minde mutt leave all, ana 
give diligent attendance to it one- 
ly? 

• Is the foul of any of us enflamed 
with Malice,& the thirft of Revenge? 
Is there a Mordtcai whom we fto- 
mach, and will have removed from 
the Kings gate ? doth not this Paffi- 
on folicite the minde, to contrive the 
.•• wanes, and to lay the plot how this 

cruelty 
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S*rm.i. cruelty may be fatisfied ? Yea, is not 
the Court full of terror and diftur- 
bances ? Is not the iriinde a reftleffc 
wretch ? Is (he not perpetually vext 
and molefted, unleffe (he paffe what 
Bill fbever this Tyrant in that behalf 
. fhall prefent unto her ? 

Or , fuppofe Covetoufneffe and 

defire of gaine to be predominant, 

can thje Minde be quiet ? will this 

I paifion be fatisfied with either Rea- 

fon, or Confcience, or any manner of 
Moderation ?

of #r4*/*owage warre agamft each 
other ; Rebellion it is not for Subject 
toconteftwithSubieft, neither is it 
a Rebellious a& for the Soveraigne 
to Tyrannize over, and oppreffe his 

people. , 

. For as by Scripture phraie, I am 
warranted to fpeak, Rebellion is ever 
the oppofing of fome higher power, 
and in fpeciall of that power which 

by the Ordinance of God,tbey (who 
Rcbell, oppofe and refift) are bound 
to obey and foffer under; fo that \t 
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is. an ad of Rebellion to withdraw Serm*ul 
from, or ftand againft that power, 
under which, till fome difference, 
diftafte.ppportunity or grudge arofe, 
we ever held our felves bound tfc 
live and to be governed by. 

For, let the ground of Ifraels Re- 
[ voJt from Rehoboam their naturall 
King be what it may be, (fare I am^ 
whert they fo did, the Scripture faith,. 
Jfrael rebelled againft the houfe ofBa* x King, 1 a 
vii : Let the cafe be what it may" be, j p. 
when Bdom deferted fudah and 
made a King over themfelves, the 
Spirit of God faith, Bdom. rebelled,' 1 Chron. 
•from under the hand of fudah-, yea, 1,,8# 
and albeit fame.countenance the ra&, 
andfeeke.bya Religious pretence to, 
warrant the attempt, yet when the 
Cittizens of Libnah turned from 
their lawfull ("though Idolatrous) 
King fehoram, the Scripture phrafe 
ift; trie Geneva Tranflation is, Then Vcm* 
did Libnah rebeU: whence to me it 
feems very eleare, that we are bound 
under peril! of Rebellion and the 
guilt thereof , to obey or fuffer 
under that, whether it be Part, Per*. 
fon or Faculty, tfhich God hath in- 

B vefted 
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Serm.u veiled with the power of giving, or 
prefcribing Law unto us. 

.And indeed, if you pleafe to rely 
upon the geneva Tranflation; I then 
needed not to. have thus wheeled 
about; for though our laft Transla- 
tion read it, I fee a Law in my Mem- 
bers, Warring againfi the Law ofmj 
Minde, it is there faid, I fee a Law 
in my Members Rebelling againftrhe 
Lam of mi Minde. And indeed, from 
the premifed inftances it feemeth ve- 
ry cieare, that all Warreagainft that 
power which ought by Gods Ordi- 
nance to be obeyed, is indeed Re- 
bellion. 

Rom.14.23. Saint Paul hath deli- 
vered it as a rule beyond exception, 
IVhatfoever is not of Faith is finne. 
Now that finne (if deliberately done) 
cannot but be Rebellion : for, Faith 
being in that place no other thing 
then the Law of the Minde, then the 
% Judgement of Reafon and Corifci- 
ence ; Faith being in that Text no 
other thing, but the Order and Di- 
rection of the rSupreamefi power ; 
t for a man not to <Jp according to 
thefe dire&ions, not to Obey and be 

Ruled 
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Ruled by the %£r/ Commander in Serm. i 
the Soule ; for a man not to fubmit 
to the Minde, which is to him Gods 
Vicegerent , is indeed to Rebell at 
once, both againft God, and his He*- . 
venly Ordinance* 

And in this refpeft, itfcemeth to 
me, that God in Holy Writ, doth f* 
oft ealUInning Ifrael, a Rebellious 
people ; a people who would rather 
be led by their own lufts, then by his 
Law; by their own affeftiQns,then by 
their own minde: 

Ezek. 2. 3. Sonne of Man (faith 
GodJ I fend thee to the children of 
Ifraeijo a RebellUus Nation that hath 
Rebelled againft me. 

They in Gods efteeme , Rebelled 
even againft him, againft God him- 
felfe, who would neither fubmit to 
that power which God gave his Pro- 
ohets, nor yet to that wherewith he 
bad endowed their mindes, for the 
ducorderirtg of the Affe&ions, AAi- 
ons, and endeavours of all turbulent 
and inferiour Members. 

Gal. 5. The Flejh lufieth contrary 
U the Spirit, and the Spirit contrary 
mheFlefi. Hefli and Spirit, Minde .

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Serm-i. and Members, they are ever contrary 
and one againft the other, Warref as 
wijl appeareln .the, next point) will 
evpr be between them , for their 
deeds and their defignes are, "contra- 
ry. But as I sever read, neither can 
conceive, that a. King compared £0 
bis Subjects can btARibell- Sp nei- 
ther do I conceive it imaginable, hoto 
the Warre w#ged by the Minde- a- 
gainft the Members, can b$ Rebelli- 
on ; nor on the contrary, how, that 
which they raife agamft the Minde,

tween Superiour and Infcriour, there,

the higher powers can be guilty of 
this crime, I am yet to learne. Whe- 
ther then it be in the body Politique,.

As the Subjects to the King , even/ 
fo at leaft muft the Member? be to.

his Jtidgement,but) as his Eears com- 
mand.to pleafe the many , he delive- 
teth up the/jaw ent . And indeed from 
hence, even from the Law of the 
membcr*it is, that fuch there are of 

whom 
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whom the Frophet complains, rvbtSerm.u 
call evil I good, and good evilly which E fy S*«, 
make darkgefte light 9 and tight dark^ 
nejfe, who call bitter fweet, and fweet 
hitter. In thefc fad times otcUftra- 
dion, wherein the deareft things *e 
have, our goods, our lives^ yea our 
minde, our Consciences are at ftake ; 
It behoves every of us fadly , and C& 
verely to confider, what is and what 
bath been the maine principle and 
dire&ion of all our prefent A&ions ; 
Whether the minde or the members, 
whether judgment or pa fli on, whet her 
Conference, or only carnall , finiftec 
and by-ends? I do verily believe,there 
never were more bitter conftifts then 
now there are between Mind &Mem- 
bcrs, between Flefh and Spirit ; yea 
it is to be feared, the Mind, that is^ 
the Judgement, Reafotfand Confci- 
ences of too too many of us, are -for 
overwhelmed and hurried on with 
violent paflion, rafh engagements, 
and refolute exorbitances, that ic 
will be very hard to re-inthrone the 
Prince, and.tofetthe Minde againey 
where God hath placed it ; very 
hard to difpoflefs the foule . of thofe>

The Law of the.Minde of old was, 
Give unto Cafar the things, that are 
fofars, and unto Godtht things that 
are Cjodst The Law of the Members 
is, let us make him like one of us, and 
as for God vote him incapable of a* 
ny property. The Law of the Minde 
was, That even for well-doing we 
ihould patiently iufFer; The Law of 
the Members is, that we fuffer no- 
thing which we can refift. The Law 

Brov.io. of the Minde did run thus, It is a 
fmrefor * m*n to devour that which 
is fanEtified, or that which is Holy; 

Ad*io. Bat the Law of the Members pro- 
nounceth fas S.Peter did fotnetime 
in a dreame) that, things are com- 
mon, though they appertaine to Hea- 
ven j The Law of the Minde was,. 
jtftcn the vw inquire not, that is, be 

affured 
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afibred, what is once vowed to God, Serm. i 
na after-tboughts cati difanull: ThcH c ^,l "' 
Law of the Members, is, furh vows 
were fuperftitious A<Sts, and we may 
"convert to other ufe, what in piety 

our forefathers gave unto their God. 
The L,aw of the Minde was, Obey 
thofe that arefet ovcrjou, that is,faitn . 
Hemingius (who was no Papift, nor 
fufpe&ed) the Pafiors and G over nours 
of the Chnrch ; The Law of the Mem- 
bers is, ye (hall be fo far from obey- 
ing, that ye (Hall vow the extirpati- 
on and their rooting out. By the Law 
of the Minde Biftiops and fpirituall 
overfeers they are bound to watch o- 
ver, and to give account for fouts 9 . 
but by the Law of the Members, 
Ghoftly Fathers may not command 
their children, nor may they who arc 
bound to give an account, pafle any 
binding fentence without iaj-appro- 
iation : Yea whereas in all former 
Reformations, the Law of the Minde 
ever was, that the better forme adu- 
ally ihould be, before the worfc were 
put away : The Law of the Members 
is, that we fweare to extirpate what 
we havfc, before we can fo rtiuch as

on tell i us, there was one Tyrib.aftu*^

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^>rehendedby the Perfidy drew his Strm* iy 
C^emiter, and (as he was a valiantr 
man of his hands) defended himfelfc 
'valiantly; but as foon as they who* 
came to lav hands on him cryed out, 
and protefted, that they were to at- 
tach turn in the Kings name, and by 
Commiffion from his Majefty,he kuif * 
downe his weapon aforefaid imme- 
diately, and offered both his hands > 
to be round and pinioned. 

An example ftrongly. conyincin| 
me, thai evert the taw and light k\ 
Mature, were it not clouded with 
carnall and perverfe aflfc&ions, even ♦ 
that glimmering light were enough 
to teach the minde, that refift we . 
may not againft Gods Ordinance. . 
Tyribaftks threw down his Cemiter, , • 
and apprehends in the very name 
• and Authority of a King, aMaj<?fty, , 
and Reverence not to be refitt- 
ed. . 

The very Pagans whofe Gods were 
Idolls, yet for as much as in their ap 1 - 
prehenfion they were as Gods, of - ^ 
thofe their Temf les they were fucb^^ 
Venerable eftimators, that what they L 8;ri: . 
fought to have fecure mdeed,they re* pict- 1 *♦ 

pos'd . 
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Svm,i. pos'd it in their fhrines. Thus did A- 
Uxander (that great Commander,) 
who in the Temple of the Sun in Sici- 
ly, laid up a great trcafure ; and one 
C lift ems a moft noble Greek, fear- 1 
ing the plundering of his eftate by 
Tyrants,laid up his Daughters dowry ! 
in the Temple of fmo Samis t uid till 
this very day among learned Chriiti- 
ans it is determined Sacriledge; Non 
facrHmdefacrttolltre, to fleale from 
an Holy place a common and an Ho- 
ly thing. This I am fure was and is 
the Law of the miode. 

But, the Law of oar Sacrilegious 
and ungodly Members is fuch, that 
it will not allow,no notto God him- 
felfe a Property, nor the Church to 
be a San&uary for its own goods- : 
like the Roman Pagan prefidents,, 
theyfeemto profefle the -Sonne of 
Mary unworthy to be ferved in cofU 
ly veffells, making all holy things fa 
common, that they are now become 
frimi occupaxtx , catch that catch 
may;The ready way to provoke GotL 
(if notalready fo far incens'd)to give 
wch over even to a reprobate mind ; 
tfeat is,, to follow the Law of the 
Mem-- 
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Members^ which undoubtedly wiH^r^.ii 
length bring even to the gates of 
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Ecclef 18.30,51. Go net after thy 
Isfisy butrefraine thy felfe from thine 
appetites, (for) if thou givefi thy font 
the de fires that fleafe her , She will 
make thee a langjnng flocks to thine 
enemies that malignethee. The rea- 
dy way to captivate the Mind,and to 
-bring its Sovereignty under the pow- 
er of Malignant enemies, is,, to give 
way to thy Lufts,and to let the "Mem- 
bers prefcribe a Law unto thee; let 
them but have their defires, and thou 
ihalt foone be made a laughing- ftock 
to thy enemies round about thee : It 
is very likely , as the Devill to our 
Saviour, thy Members may prouiife 
thee a condition moft glorious: All ^ ^ 
tie Kingdomes of the world, and the 
glory of them will I give thee; That 
is , all po/iible content and Ho- 
nour : But if thou once fall down and. 
Wor(hip,if thou wilt fuffer thy Minde 
toproftitute, aad yeild up it felfe un- 
to the Members, they will foon (in 
ftead of a glorious ftate) bring thee 

to an ungraciousXervitude. They will 

not. 
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Svrm. i. not allow thy Minde a Negative i* 
any thing; for the ambition of ri qflf 
is, to reigne in our Mortal! Bo- 
dies. 

What then muft the Minde d# > 

without doubt Warre it muft ; fojr 
as therefore the Inferiour may 
not Warre, becaufc it hath a fuperi- 
our to appealc unto, even fo on the 
contrary, for as much as the Minde. 
is the fupreame : Warre (he may, yea' 
Warre flie.muft againft the Mem- 
bers , for (he for them, not tKey 
for her, muft be accountable to 

God. 

£ver fince the dayes otfob, it hatk 
palled for a rule, The life of man is a 
warfare, and ever fince the Prophet 
Michas time, it hath been delivered 
vwrti 7 6 3 s * Caveat, A mans enemies are thofe 
* ^^^^^A.NowtheGeneraliflTi- 
mo,or chief commander in this War, 
it hath ever been the regenerate ind: 
The Minde of man (even in all ages) 
hath been entrufted, yea command- 
ed to this Warre , commanded ta 
charge upon, . to fubdue and reduce 
the Members. 
The weafontof onr Warfare (faith' 

Saint 
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Saint Paul) art not Carnal, but Sen*. 1. 
mighty through God. Ask you whit to 1 Cor.it>. 
do? ltftraightfblloWethjT* the pub *>1 % 
ling down offtrong holds > caftihg down 
imaginations, and every high* thing 
that exalteth itfelf againft the know* 
ledge of God,, and bringing, into cap-

A larger Commiffion was never . 
granted then the Regenerate minde 
hath ; For fhould the Members Ga- 
rifoh themfelves (as they too oft do) 
within the ftrong works of Ambition; 
Pleafure, profit, (he is (even by him 
that is able) promifed relief enough* 
even to the pulling down of thole 
ftrong holds > nay (he may not leave 
fo much as an imagination, nay, not 

any thing that exalteth it felfe againft 
the knowledge of (jod. 

Yea what power can be defired in a 
Commiffion, which (he hath not? 
To Jead Captivity Captive power (he 
hath, for to the obedience of iChrifr; 
(he is bound to bring into Captivity 
even every thought : Power over life 
and limb (he hath , for faith ottr Sa- 
viour, If thy right band of end thee,}*** 1 ** 
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$erm*l. cut it of; if thy right eye of end thee 
pluckjt out. Power (he hath to af- 
flid, to kill,, yea to put her enemies 
arid Rebdis to the meft not onely 
painfull but mbft fhamefull death. 
Col.j.f« Mortifie your Members -which are 
upon earth, yea n6t only fo, but our 
Fleflh, Affedions, Lufts, they muft 
Gal.y.24. y £ Crucified. They muft, becaufe they 
have been Traitors and Rebellious, 
be put riot. only to death, but to a 
ftiamcfull death ; not only muft we 
ftiortifie but crucifie: the Members. 
And indeed, till theMiridc (hall thus 
doe, we can neither look for peace 
nor truth. 

Jfettm corrumpunt Intelleftum. 
As Bribes blind the wife, even fo the 
Affeftions and Members they cor- 
rupt and pervert Judgement. As 
Juftine Martyr of old, Scimus quof- 
dam ad iracundiamfuam evangelium 
pertrahentes, obferved , that fomc 
made the Gofpell to be fuitable to 
their furie, even fo nothing muft be 
truth; aothing muft ; pafTe for good 
or godly, nothing muft men make 
confeience of , where the Members, . 
tufts and. $ anions are predominant; . 

no- 
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■•nothing m&y fudi a Minde pafle, ei- Serm. u 
-cher for Law or Trutl \ buttfnty what 
Jikecfa and pleafeth'them.. 
* And as no Trnth;eveh fo no Peace, 
jfrhere thetfe are ruling Members; Ru- 
ling Members beingever -as Turbu- 
lent to the Minde % as ruling Elders 
will provp nnto the Church. Arid 
therefore if whileft yet we may, fee 
wewiJlwhat belongs to oar peace y 
refolve we muft to fubmit to the Or- 
dinance of God; to brifrg every thing 
under that Obedience, which he hath 
made the fitpreatne ; that is, the Sub- 
je&s to their King, and the Members 
to the Minde. So fhall We en jay Unf- 
ty of Spirit in the bond of peace, fo 
fliallweindeedbe(a$5.P^^lpeaks) x t cttt .p 
A chofen Generation, s royaU Prieft- 
kood^an hoi) Nation, a peculiar Pe+> 
fie. 

Perchance fome may dreame, un- 
leffc the Members may have power 
to ctttbe the Minde, the Minde as fu- 
pream may with all impunity opprefs 
and deftroy the Members; whereas 
indeed, fo featftell vengeance as fof 
the fitpr earn Ofetekr , there is none 
treafcrM op. For as thofe bleflShgs 

which 
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Serm.X. which are the immediate iffues o 
Gods owne hands, are far more ex- 
cellent then thofe, which by ordina- 
ry meanes are conveyed to us * eve 
to thofe wretches, thofe mifcreantsj 
-which God hath referred tohisowa 
immediate puniftiing , thofe of all 
creatures are moft miferable. „ 

Ifa^o.33. Tophetvrzs ordained of old, Tn

This .bofome-vengeancc , this fecret 
and private Executioner, as it is up- 
on the Sugreameft power, fo is it the 

fe- 
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fevered torture. And therefore it Serm^u 
highly concerns the Mind to prefervc 
it felf, and to order according to 
Gods La\v,the motion of every Mem- 
ber. For the power of Law and War- 
it is in the Supreara, and that is the 
Mind , and therefore the Members 
muft have np other but her Law ; (he 
from God, and they from her muft 
take their Government. So fhati 
men be able to give God th* gfory, 
and to fupprene that unnatural 
Warre which finne fomcntetli in the 
Members.

checking the Jewes for denying him 
in the prefence of Pilate, when he 
' was determined to let him go ; when 
Innocency and Majefty ftood at the 
hzr re, Pilate, though a Pagan Pre* 
ildent^had fo much Honefty Jtf much

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Serm«$. Confcience, fo much Compaffion, 
that he ftudyed rather ta give an A6- 
folurion then a Sentence, he was de- 
termined, faith the Scripture, yea Igi- 
7« ,0 iiiA*T©-, from thenceforth, oras 
fome of the learned, for this caufe 
becaufe a King, and becaufe Inno- 
cent, Pilate fought to releafe him • 
Tilate was fo farre fronrhehig ambL 
tious to paffe Sentencenapon a King, 
that he afTayed and tryed many a 
way to put it off.

JFirft, He would have put off the 
Sentence, becaufe indeed there was 
nothing worthy a Sentence in him; 
1 2? hold I bring him forth tojon, thmtje 
may know Ifinde mo fault in-him, -0.4. 
No fault, no Sentence,yea,and as if it 
were an indignity for lefle then a 
King to judge a King, he felids him 
to his Peere, to Herod, Luke 23.7. 
he would have King Hereds verdid, 

be- 
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before he pafled his owne ; . yea, he Sim. l, 
prefleth his judgement for to quit 
him, I finde no fault in him > no nor 
yet Herod. But whom Malice deli- 
vers up, Innocence muft not acquit; 
for Envy like Rebellion hath alway 
a defigne againft the perfon ; yea 
the more worth in the perfon, the 
more eager is his Perfecution ; l$k. 7. 
46. when the Officers fent to appre- 
hend him 9 brought this anlwer , 
never man ffake like this man\ his 
wifdome and fufficiency fo aftonifhed 
them, they were now more then e- 
ver fet againft him ; when they faw 
fuch was Tii» perfections, that he was 
ready to convert and draw all men 
after him, as it is in lohn 1 1.50. then,.. 
as C alphas Jo thejjt is expedient fir us 
that he dye the death v who cannot 
reigne if he live ; for us who cannot 
live, if he do ; for us whofe defigne 
hath been againft his government ; 
for us it is expedient that one , yea 
this one (hould dye ; his Wifdome^ . 
his Innocence , kU Perfe&ions, his 
Integrity ; all his excellencies we are 
to look upon, asfo manyperills, and 
therefore to Pilates propofalLof Jiis

Secondly, As by propoftll of bis 
Innocency, even fo alfo of his for- 
rowes, Pilate fought his delivery : 
for whereas in moft men, there is fo 
much natnrall companion, that when 
we fee a very Malerador in hitternefi 
of fpirit, our bowells yerne, and we 
grow tender j Pilnte thought, to 
produce an Innocent in fiich a pKgfit, 
to (hew one who had not defervcrfa 
ftripe ,. even to fatisfie them , fo 
fcourged, that his blood night be- 
come a mantle to him. Pitoe I fay 
thought this, thi* if any thing might 
feve his life,& therefore in this plight 
he faith, Beheld the Man ; but m> fir- 
rows which are not Nfortall,no fo&- 
rings which are not Deadly>no blood 
but the heart bloud can fatisfie tfre 
malicious ; and^ therefore albeit 
crown'd withThornes,and flead with 
Whips,they ftill cry ^Execution, Ex- 
tent ion Jet him be Crueifiedjet him be 
Crucified. 

Thirdly,,Not only by propofaUof 

; * his. 
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Innocency and his forrowes, but as Serm. $. 
he was a King, as he was the feat of 
Majefty, as he was Royall, (q arffo 
Pilate fought his . deliverance, and * 
therefore in the verfe immediately 
before the Text, he faith unto the 
Jewes, Beheld tour Kin*, ver.14. Of 
the fame perfon of whom he laid, 
Behold the Man, he now changing 
his ftyle faith, Beheld j$ur King : *s 
if he thus faid, if his forrowes as <t 
man move you not, behold him as a 
King: Behold a King deprived of aU 
bis comforts, fpoiled of all his goodi f . 
fold by his Brethren , apprehended 
by his Subjeds, fcotp&d as a Villainy 
derided as a foolc ; Behold a King, 
who' battino other ufc *f Majefty, , 
but to aggravate his mifery. Behold 
a King, whofe fufgeringi areas tran- 
fcendant as his perfon. Behold a 
King who bath fcffeitd things bit- 
terer then death. BehoW a Kiflf* yea 
your King; faow he hath funmd 
even every thing but death, And will 
not this fatisfie and content you ? 
No, even all thiatwili not do : For 
as feme timeross foole^who though 
aaEelebcfltad* feare it while it yet

ty while life appeares,. even fb.the 
Rebellious Jewes, as if their King 
might have 'out-Jived his wounds, re- 
covered his loffes, and turned his 
Reed into a Scepter ; when Pilate 
feid, BehoUjour King ; as if King 
were the bittereft of all Corrafives, 
they cry out more fierce then ever; 
To/le,*toSe 9 away with him, away 
•frith him, Juftice and Execution 
Both, Cr#cifie him, Crucifie him : 
And fo we are brought to my Text, 
which was the laft attempt ; for when 
Pi/ate faw that neither his innocericy, 
©or his forrowes >4 nor his Majeuy 
could prevaile, he then urgeth ev*n 
their own credit: As if he had thus 
laid, if neither his befng without a 
fault, nor his being in foheavy a 
plight,, nor yet hisbeing a King; yet* 
for your owne refpeds^ and for your 
«*frne repute fpare the Sentence; for 
what is done unto your King will 
Jill uponyour felvcs,it will be (Mho- 
durable to you, and the whole • Na- 
tioa^hen it (halite faid, your King 
was Crucified. And thus you have*

Now for the methodicall and better

What Jew and 
Gentile do againft Judgement and" 
Confidence, that they do mo ft. bar ba- - 
roufly, Crstcifie a King. 

i. To put a King to death is a- 
gainft the Judgement both of Jew • 
and Gentile. Jew and Gentile it was - 
the old divifion of the world -, and 
thus Saint Paul takes it, Rom. 2. 9. - 
where faith he, Tribulation and an- 
guijh upon every foul* of man that * 
doth evilly of the lew fir ft $ and alfo of 
the Gentile ; that is, upon even' 
foule, upon all men; fothat inde 4-« 
the Judgement of Jew and Genuity, - 
it is the Judgement of the whole 
World. Now that the Judgement of 
J^w and Gentile were againft this 
damnable & moft horrid aa,the put- j 
ting of aKing to death ,this ^evident, \, 
fhoujd we go no further then the , 
prefeut verfcj for Pilate the Reprer ' 

E jv ferr — 
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$irpr. 5 . tentative of the Gentiles, die chiefir 
Priefts, and Heads and Rulers of the - 
Jewes, both thefe in this very Text 
declare againft it._ Firft, befides all 
that, hath been already faid, thefe 
very words in my Text argue P Hates 
difavowing of it, Shall I Crucifi* 
ywr King ? Shall I pafle Sentence of 
Death upon a King? (hall I deale 
with your King as with a Rogue ? . 
Send him to the Gibbet? Shall tl do 
this? not I, vtr. 6\ if yot* will dcafe 
fo with him, do it your felves, and 
therefore Pilau (rick unto them, talg 
jehim and CrnciHe him 9 his Judge- 
ment & his Cgnlcience abhorred the 
cruelty. And indeed.no wonder,for 
as if a Roman Hiftorian , Qtnnttu 
QHTtiH* , Rtginm nmengentcs, qua, 
Jub Regibm fynt,pro. dep colnnt : If 
the Gentiles who lived under Kings, 
cfteemed the very name of a King 
a$ a deity, no wonder to heare a Ro- 
man Prefident jiartle at the Sentence 
of a King. No wonder to heare ?i~ 
/^fffay, Ska8 1 Cr*cifiejo#r King? 
Eor they who thus had tfift very 
name, tfiey.muft needs have the per- 
fonio veneration. Now,as the Gen-. 
\ tiles, 
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tiles, fo the very Jewesin Judgement <SVri*. 3* 
abhorred the very fad, abhorred the 
putting of their King to death. For 
when Pilate faid, Shod I Crucifie 
jqht King ? Marke what immedi- 
ately followeth,; he chief e Prkils an- 
fytered, JVe have no King but Cafar ; 
We have no fuch King*, he is no King 
of ours, were he our King,wc would . 
not confpirc hfcruine j were he eat 
King, we would not have appre- - 
bended and arraigned him; were he : 
our King, we would not thusprofe- - 
cute him : The chief e Priefis anfwer- - 
e d, We hpve no King but Cafyr.- 

The Jewts then it is evident ; not c 
Ln his regall, but in his perfonall ca- 
pacity, did perfecute our Saviour, ^ 
not as King, but as Jefus of 2&*>a- - 
reth they brought him to his block. 
For in the tg- ver. when- Pilate had < 
made this infeription , 9. ?{. R- f* . 
-ftfiu of Nazareth King of the j ewes; » 
the chitff Priefts became fuitors to « 
him to change the title, and to write .• 
. he faid / am Ksngofth lewes, v. %i . 
they would not by any meanes he : 
Ihould be crucified under the notiipry > 
and title of fcKing, Indeedas of one * 

afpiring J 
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$5tm*l*- afpiring to it, they would haye had 
it,but mat they fhould be fudyuried 
wretches, as to bring a reall King 
unto a CrofFs ; this even the Jjewes 
abhorred, write him not King,. but 
that he faid I am King. And indeed 
no wonder, for if we fearch the Scri- 
ptures, , and obferve but . how. irigh ly 
aodto what end. the fpirit of God 
ufeth the name of a King, we fball 
finde the Jewes had very good, rea- 
fon to reverence a King. For to fhew 
that the perfon and ftyle of a King, 
impiyes a full.confluence.of excellen- 
cies, when the fpirit of God, makes 
an extraordinary allufion, you ihall 
finde he tifually borroweth from a 
King. Jttdg&.iS. Wbengideon.askid 
Zeba and Zalmunna, what manner 
of men thej wero whom thej <Jlew^ at 
Tabor? they anfwered in the 1 8. ver. 
asthou^ar^foare- thej x each one rc- 
fembled the children of a King , the 
high expreflipn for ornament or 
beauty it is borrowed from a King;$s 
the children of a King,. ^45, 1 4.78* 
Kings daughter is all glorious -pitbin, A 
ye* and without top, for in the 1 5. v.. 
Shee. Ji4ff.be brought unto the King in 
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rajment of needleworks- When iVrm.3, 
thefpiritof*God fpeakes of grace, 
and glory, both allufions relate unto 
the King; yea fo are the ftyles of 
God and King interwoven in hoi J 
Writ, that God is pleafed not only . 
to be called by theirs, but to allow 
them to be called by his name. Pfal. 
1.Q.18: The Lord is King for ever 
and ever y the- Lord our God he is* 
King : And as God is a King, even 
fo the Jewes knew it was no blafphe- 
my to calia King a God ; for 1 have 
faid,. je are Gods, faith the Lord, yea 
the ntoft odious and higheft accufati- 
on that could be forged againft poor 
ISaboth^ was in 1 King.2\,\o. Thou 
didfi bldjpheme God^ and the. King. 
Whereas then th£ Jewes were in 
the book of God thus inftrufted of 
the Majefty, and excellency of a 
King, Ex0d.22.2S. Their Law for- 
bidding them to revile their God , or 
fo much as in thought, to curfe the 
King, Ecclef lo.zo- tis no wonder 
to heare them difdaime their Sove- 
raigne, and to deny him their King, 
whole life they hunted after ; Shall I 
Crucifiejour King ,• faith Pilate ? the

The Application of this point (hall 

teach us, to take heed that we do not 

betray our Confidences, that we do 

not either for fear, or favour ,for co- 

vetoufnefs or malice go againft our 

own€onfciences,do againft our own 

Judgement. Moil true it is that

who declines his Judgement, and. he 

who can ftretch or Ihrinke his Con- 

fcience, as advantage admonifheth * 

fiich a one is preparing to all manner 

- of enormities* 

Pilate: 
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Pilate and the chiefe Pridb in my Strm* 34. 
T«t, they arc fearfbll examples of 
this truth ; for when Eeare fate upon 
the Bench, and Malice flood Solicitor 
at the Barre ; die poor King with all 
his Innocence, and for all his Wif- 
dome, was fure to mifcarry in the 
tryall : Mat.2y.24, when Pilate faw 
that hi could prevaile nothings but that 
rather 4 tumult was made, he tooks 
water and wafied his hands , faying^ I 
am innocent of the bloedoi this juftfer- 
fin : So here in Pilate, notf Affe&i- 
CKiand Judgement, how Feare and 
Confidence ftrujggle : his judgement., 
that tells him the perfon was jixfl, the 
blood innocent, the King fault lefle; 
and therefore as if the washing of 
his hands- would have cleered his 
Confidence, he calls for water and 
doth that; but him who as Judgement 
and Confcicnce pronounced inno- 
cent 5 him whom as a jucft perfon and a 
King, he would have delivered, even. 
him,when feare fuggefted the fury of 
a multitude, when fearefcggefteda 
complaint to C*fitr> When fcare 
ftartled him with the hazard of him- 
fdfe d then I fay even him whim 

Judge-.- 
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Scrm.1. Judgement acquitted, Feare con- 
demnes; him whom Conlcience pro- 
nonnted juft, Feare delivers up ; him, 
who as a King, he was loath to era- 
cific, even him, though a King, and 
a juft one too,he will rather fend to a 
Croffe,then venture a Crofle him? 
felf.So that indeed,not only the Kinj 
in my Text,but even Pilate, the Lon 
Prefident himfelfe, he had in ftead of 
a Scepter, but a Reed, a Reed (taken 
with the wind,aReed not able to ft and 
in Judgement, a Scepter that- muft 
bend as feare would have it. 

When Caiaphas fate in CounceU 
on the King in my Text, you (hall 
finde he did not confider what was 
juft, but what was fafe ; Iohn 11.49. 
Te know nothing ataM: as if he had 
foid, if ye move upon principles of 
Right, Law, and Juftice, ye can do 
; nothing, by them ye cannot take 
him.away ; but if .ye confider the exi- 
gences of State, the (afety of our 
(elves, the fecurityof the people,then 
expedient it is that one mould dye, f 
vef.$Q. And indeed which of us /is 
there that hath not a foUphas in his 
btfome ? which of .us is there that 

doth 
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doth riot rather confider the expedi- Sem. $• 
cncy then the juftice of an Adtipn ? 
which of us do not confider whether 
what we do be not rather fecnre,then 
confcionable ? much more polling an 
eutward broile,thenan inward peace; 
and is not this the way to become as 
. fb many PiUtes t men who will Sa!- 
crifice both Judgement , Loyalty, 
Confcience andallhonefly to avoid 
an inconvenience. . When JZitate gave 
care unto his feares, he feares not 
with the fame lipps to Sentence , 
whom but now he pronounces with- 
out a fault. , 

Now the good God grant that 
there be not a curfe impending over 
this land, even for inch Judges ; for 
fuch who have rather fteeredby their* 
Eeares^ then by their Conferences;, 
for fuch who have rather for expe- 
diency then Juftke, condemned die 
Innocent. 

Againe, as PiUtes fcare, even f* 
the Pride, the Ambition and Malice, 
of the chief Prieft, thefe alfo per- 
verted Judgement, and thefe made 
the confcience paffe what they pleat 
cd : M*u 27. 18. Bitot kgae that, 

for 
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S*rm.$* for envy they hid delivered him, the 
perfection of the King was a meere 
piece of envy ; . they had nothing to 
Jay to his charge, nothing could they 
prove, nay nothing did: raey pretend 
but fome State and forged fuggefti* 
ons ; Iohn 1 1 . 48 . If we let him alone 
all men will believe on him r and the 
Romans fbab come and take away both 
onr King and Nation. Becaufe tftey 
were jealous of the Roman?, there- 
fore muft he betaken away , where- 
as indeed the Romans were referved 
to be the avengers of his blood. The 
Rinnans came not, till that time was 
come 9 in which his blood was required 
of them and their children, vcr^iz. 
Sometimes his charge is , he made 
fiimfelfe a King, whereas indeed he 
was no admitted, no elefted, but a 
native King, home King of the I ewes y 
Mkt.2.2. yea in ver. 7. He ought t* 
dje % becaufe he made him f elf e the Sen 
*f<}ed; fee the pecvifhnefle of envy* 
they accufe him for being what he 
could not but be from all eternity, 
the begotten of the Father , and no 
fooner born then borne a King ; and 
yet becaufe the Sonne of God, and 

becaufe 
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becaufe a King, he muft dye xhcSrrm^. 
death ; yea yet tis worth die time to 
fee, how when Envy and Malice per* 
fecutes, fo the perfon falls, they care 
not by what meanes ; care n&t to ru- # 
ine themfelves,fo they fee but his fall: 
The chief Pricfts in my Text, thofe 
who pretended their King muft 
therefore dye, becaufe if : not T Ventint 
Romani, the Romans will come in, 
cventhefe, rather then he (hall not 
dye, will lay downe even dieir owne 
aecks to die Roman fervitade ; for 
as if they were the faft friends, and

ey cry out, mhsvtm Kin& knt 
Cdjkr t Crocifie Chrift, deftroy Je- 
fos, for behold we are for the Roman

They who knew any thing of 
the Jewifh ftory, cannot tot know 
£*far , the Romans forraigne po- 
wer,thofc were to the Jewes the moft* 
hatefull things tinder Heaven : and ; 
yet to glut their fpleen^trkl to fatisfie 
their envy, behold Cafar preferred 
to Chrift, and a forratgn jufifdidi- 
en before their own King : to fuch a 
madnefs are men brought, when lea- 
ving; 
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Strm. 3 . ving judgment&confcience,they fol* 
low the wild byas of corrupt affe&ios: 
I (hall conclude this point with 
that of the Prophet Jfay % If*.$* 
m 6. F*r as much as the feoflerefnfe the 
waters ofSBloah thatgojoftly* for as 
much as this people,, for as much as 
the Jewes would not have him. to 
raigne over them, . who like the wa- 
ters of Shiloah, was meek,calme and 
quiet* behold what the Lordthrcat- 
nedi and they found, now therefore

King of their owne> upon fuch the 
Lord threatens, ami hathfent the wa- 
ters of the river firong and*manj s and 
•tbefe, as it is in the lame verfe, fiall 
come up over all his channels, andgoe 
over all hU banks*- And indeed, what 
is juftei; then an inundation „ even of 
blood it felfe, to fweep away fuch a 
people who have broken dowae all 
the bankes, violated all the muni-t 

ments* 
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ments, and loofhcd all the tyesof^^T^ 
Religion, Law, Reafon % Confci- ' " l 
ence ? for thus di&P;/*/*,and thus did 
the Jewe* , when the onefor feare, 
and the other for envy, delivered to 
death the Lord of life : for as you 
have heard, the Judgement and Coiv- 
fcience of both concluded it was not 
lawful), it was npt warrantable to 
crucifie a King. 

And fo I palfe fromtheir Paffion to 
our Saviours, from their Judgement, 
to thei»Execution,and Yhall thence *- 
vidently prove this fecond Generall • 
That what Jew & Gentile do againft 
Confcience , and Judgement , that 
they do raoft barbajroufly Crucifie 
a King. Judgement, Reafon, Coa- 
fcience, are thofe lights and gifts by 
whitfi men are exalted and dignified 
above Beafts; fo that indeed when 
Men degenerate from thefe, they 
become as Beafts, making as they do, 
only their Lufts and PafEons to be ,-$ 

their guides: and* hence it comes, '"'" 

that v/hereas every man (houldbe 
homobomini De*s> as a God and hel- 
per to another ; moft men are as die 
inverted faying, horn bmim Lupus* 
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s x a very Wolf and Tyrant to another. 
And this is never fo confpiciious, as 
when die Superior fals into the bands 
©f the Inferior; tAfyeriks mhilefi 
hHmili±qH*mf*rgiti* dt$m£*a\X£& 
~ Te^ryWtees the icxa&eft Tyranny. 
Satis eft profit are Leoni, To the of- 
fended Lyon, to injured Majefty/ub- 
miffion 'may paffe for fotisfeoion • 
but if the Lion himfelfe chance to be 
brought under, then as it is in the 
fable, folcat jacenttm valgus % The 
very Affewill finde a heeleto kick 
trim, fob 29. 2$. Job, rrhe when be 
dwelt & a King in the Army, when 
k pleafed God to fuffer hitn to be , 
Plundered, Seqyeftred, and brought 
low. you ihall reade whofe Father 
he dildained to fet with the doggs of 
his flock, Job 30. 1. even thefe had 
turn in derifion. King David, though 
a good Man, and a good King, yet in 
Jtyal. 35.15* Jn mine *dverftj,&\t}x 
he,theyrejoyced, they, who? It fol- 
loweth, the AbjiUs, the veryfenmme 
of the people, gathered themf elves t* 
{ether againft me, and would yop 
know how they ufed him ? they did 
teare him and ceafed net. But what: 

fpeake 
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fpeake I of lob ? tf David f or of the firm. 3 
Lion? In my Text we have an exam* * 

piefurpaffingall; for when the Lioa 
of the Tribe of Iudah fell into the 
hands of the Beafts of the people ; 
when the King of the Jewes fell into 
xhe hands of his Subje&s, when God 
himfelfe yeilded up himfcjfe unto the 
power of men; never was there fuch 

a piece of cruelty, as was then com- 
mitted; never did Wolfe fo ufe a 
Lambe, as the Lambeof God was 
ufed 5 for which is die lumme ami 
Cataftrophe of this wofull Tragedy, 
they Crucified their King. 

Pilate, who as you have heard 
had the examination of die caufe^ 

yhen he had fifted and fcanncd all he 
» could ; when he heardall that could 
be feid, and examined all that could 
be jaroved,his conduiion is, he could 
finde nothing but envy inthe wholes 
Pilate Jqtew t hat for envy they had it* 
liutrtbUm* Mat&j. iSiAnd indeed 
thi? envy, though it grew not mfture 
■ and to the height till now, yet we 
finde it begun even in the begin- 
ning of his raigne ; for what was it 
but envy which moved Hmd to 

make 
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Scrm.3* niafce him runne before he couM 
go ? what but ambition to the throne 
made htm to feek his life ? and indeed 
runne through all his raigne,and you 
{hall finde it was only the envy of 
his graces 5 that occafioned all affronts 
ana difgpace unto him: For in the 
very houre and power of dark'nefie, 
fuch was the liiftre of his inntcence, 
•that the President evidently faw it 
was for envy they delivered him : 
Gen. 37. you (hall finde how When 
\fiphihc type of the King in my 
ext was envyed and hated of his 
brethren ("though they knew no evill 
in the world by him) yet they could 
not fpeak peaceably unto him, wr.4. 
Envj is the bitterefi ferfecutor if 
thewrld, DanxS,3. for as much as 
inDaniel then was an excellent Spirit^ 
the Princes who envied him (though 
they could quarrell at nothing but his 
piety) never left plotting againft him, 
till they brought him to the Lyons, v. 
16. Our Blefled Lord the Soveraigne 
in my Text, when envy took him to 
taske, it never gave over till k 
brought him to the grave;nor would 
envy bring him thither but after an 

envi- 
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envious maimer, Crucifying and kil- Strm: 3- 
ling him even all the day long, ey. 
a Aly verifying this our fecond obfeiv 
vation, that what tkey did againft 
Judgement, and Conscience, they 
did moft barbaroufly. A glimpfe of 
it I (hall indeavour to give you under 
thefe two heads : 

1. TheNoblene&of the/ufferer^ 
ji King. 

2. 'Hie ignoblenefle of his folic- . 
rings, They Crucified him. 

Firft, Let us! look upon the Noble- 
neffe of the fufferer A King. It is a 
Law much commended in this Law of 
ours, that no man (hall be tryed but 
ferPares^j his equalls,by his Peeres; 
and indeed there may be an excellent 
reafon couched in it, for it is onely 
Peers, only Equalls, only fuch who 
are liable to the fame cafualties, who, 
are truly companionate , and 
throughly fenfible of the like mife- 
ries. 

Indeed fometimes, as the Father 
towards the Children, even fo, pater 
patrU, the Father of his Countrey, 
the King and Ruler of his people, he . 
is touched with,, is tender and fenfi- 
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£ • , Me of the grievances and preffures of 
* ' ' his people j and for this very end it 
was, the King in my Text was borne, 
for this very end it- was he dyed, be 
was both the Saviour and Martyr of 
Siis people. 

Bat 10 rare is a Yeciprocall Sympa- 
thy from the people to the King, 
that it is not improbable,, therefore 
the King is above their Judgement, 
becaufe amongft his Subjects he can 
have no Peers, none of his own ijnk, , 
no equalls, and therefore no impa*- 
tiall Judges of his fufferings. 

And of this there can be no grea- 
ter Prefi dent, then the perfoninmy 
Text; for as there was never any 
dforrow like his forrow, even fo never 
leffe regard then he had; for behold 
a King upon the Crofs, and hisSub- 
jeAs reviling, mocking, and deriding 
of him : fo that indeed before we can 
be truly and throughly fenfibic of 
• this paffion, of the paffion of a 
King, we muft put on feigner then 
ordinary affeftions # we muft be ex- 
alted, and through the grace of bis 
blood, Rev*i+6. we wuft be «ade 
Xt ags our fel yes, that i&jmea of more 

higfc 
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! high and r#yaH conceptions .; we 
muft takeit into a very ierious con- 

^deration, how great a perfw, J»ow 

Nobje, haw RoyaU he was that fuf- 
fcred forms. 

I know there ate Tome in the 
world, who are ready to fav, ur^at is 
a King but a man? As if there were 
nothing more in a King , then in an 
ordinary capacity ; whereas to any 
man minding the book of God, it is 
evident, the King is frrre above his 
People, as the Bill above she Vale, 
or the Bramble below the Cedar : 
€fcn. 17. When God renewed his Co- 
venant, and promifed a bleffing ex- 
traordinary unto Abraham, he tells 
Aim, that he will not onely make him 
.exceeding fruitful!, tot he w^uld add 
this bleffing alfo, Kings jbtilcqme out 
irfrtbee, ver. 6. 

N«w if to be the Father pf Kings 
were no more, then to be the Fa* 
ther of ordinary men, God in faying 

Kings Jb*U come out of ffo*, b*d faid 

ijoft nothing; and yet God, you fee, 
as a fpeciaJl and lingular favour ,after 
fthe protnife of a numerous iflueeven 
arf whole Nations j adds , ar ipore, 

Fa then; 
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Serm.-$. then all that, Kings Jhall come out if 
thee i fo that Kings in Gods efteeme 
arc more then ordinary men, more 
then whole Nations. As God, fo 
the man after Gods owne heart, he 
that thought, and knew fo highly of 
'a King,€hat he taxes it asomvof the 
greateft favours upon «arth, to be 
allyed to a King : i Sam. 18. 23 • h 
k a light thing to be Sonne in Law to 4 
Xing ? Yea that curfed wretch ft- 
fabell r who though fhe.was .fell of 
blood and iniquity, yet faith feht 
(then afting by Gods fpirit^ in 
2 Kings 9. 34. *Bury her, fir fie u 4 
Kings Daughter. 

So that indeed, if weikrald 1 
Kings in the ballance of the San 
ary, it will be found that Kings 
weigh much more then ordina 
men : Whereas then it is iaid in m 
Text, SthaU I >Crucifie jour King 
We fhall betray the paffion, if 
take not ferious cognizance of 
Subject 

When Divines meditate, and fpeah 
of the Incarnation, we thinke it # nq 
tneane portion of that great bleffind 
that God hath pleafed to fend* nd

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Ibme new Creature, not an Angel J* Serm. 3; 
not a Seraphim, but his Sonne, that r 

the Sonne became flefli, that God . 
blefled for ever, would become a 
Babe > this it even aftoniftieth appre- 
henfion. 

Now ascit is not pof&ble wefliould 
conceive as wee ought, of the 
Incarnation, unlefle we confider who 
was Incarnate, and who it was took 
flefli upon him : evenfo ofxhe Pak 
iion, Agony, and bitterneffe of his 
fufferings, we can never take any 
tolleraUe eftimate, or any valuable 
proportion, unle/Te confederation be ? 

firft had of the Noblenefs^and who- 
was the peribn that did fuffer ; God 
(qui omnia difyonit fnaviter) who 
fweetly difpofes all things, though h« 
had been pleafed- his. Sonne (hould 
be borne, yet had not his wifdorae 
bad ufe of this relation r hc would ne- 
ver have had him been befirne aJCing ; 
or had he been borne a King, .he 
would never have taken fuch order 
for the proclamation of it ; he would 
never have brought wife men to Je- 
r*falem, to proclaime him King, 
wither would he ever hate fo guided. 

Jr 3.; ' tlic< 
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3 em. $.&*&*& -PiUte^i* to write upon 
theCrofle, fefm ef N***mh ) King 
of the fewes ; but that his will was 
and is, we tixreld not look upon him 
a King, as well as a Saviour; amongft 
us men ("even the moft envious of 
us) We look upon the fault and fai- 
lings of Kings, as the moft eminent 
Wickedneffe. 

A wicked Kifig^aTyfant, a Muf- 
fherer^wc think the moft cfXecfabfe 
©fall finners ; as feme thought Of 
thofe, on ypfafto the TmerefSilteftiy 
Luks 13.4. even fo men generally 
hold of wicked princes, <Ve& that 
they are finners above them, that 
dwell about them. 

To apply this thttt td 0» j>!fc* 
fent purpbfe, if it be fo that thtf «EB- 
nency 01 Princes, and the excellency 
of Kings fo dignifie and exalt ih&t 
perfons,that the fame crimen in t6e« 
are much more abhommibte, ttiiA 
in meaner perfcns;, certainly then H 
their crimes, eyeh fo theit lufferings 
muft be prbpoirtionably aggravated 
by their perfons ; the fuiflferiftgi of * 
King muft needs bt it ftr btyoftd tint 
fuflferings of a Sub jcd, to are the fins 

of 
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of a Prince beyond the fins of a Pea~ St m. 3 * 
£int. ". 

Whereas then the perfon in my 
Text is a Suffering King, we muft 
not look upon his Sufferings as the 
Sufferings of an ordinary perfon, for 
look by how much his perfon, by 
fb much doth his Paffion exceed * the 
Son9 of men ; for if i* be (as doubt* 
fcfleitis) a great amplification of 
Gods goodndTe, that he who Suf- 
fered was a Son, it muft yet be more 
that this Son was a King : for as an 
extraordinary favour of Gods to his 
people IfrAely as the Pfelr. ! lfa>s, 
Pf.i3<ki7,i3. He/mate great Kings % 
and firn mighty Kings for their 
JUhu* 

When Kings Sdfer % Heaven hath a 
great band in it, 2 &n*.i8. The feo- 
fle ofGidtht ehiliren oflfrael, would 
#qr let Da* id their King go out to bap- 
utile with them, became fay they in 
the 3.- vat. thou art worth ten mm- 
famds of U4 : The Sufferings of the 
King muft have at leafUhts valuati- 
on, far as God knowes how many 
thoufands fcffer in a King, evenfo 
we may as foon count the Starrs, as

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erm.3- &Y for bow many milllions of men 
this King did Cutter. 

Areafonthen why this Sonneof 
God, bteffed for ever, was not only 
borne of a Virgin, but bora a King, 
and dyed a King ; A reafon of this 
may very well be, becaufe he was to 
fuffer the bittereft of all tormenCs,be* 
caufe he was to fuffer forrow beyond 
Parallel , becaufe he was. to fuf- 
fer fuch. furrow ,.. fike to which 
there was no forrow ; and this as 
Man he could not have done, had he 
not been put into the moft high and 
moft honourable, condition. For 
whether we look upon the tender* 
neffrofnis conftitution^ theexqui- 
fit^neffe of his torture, the angunh 
and duration of tiic whole; all this, 
had it been in the relation of a Sub- 
ject all this had it been in him. as- a 
pei-fon of low condition, could not 
have amounted to what he did; for 
neither tendernefle nor torture, nei- 
' (her paine nor (hame, neither (mart 
nor forrow, is fo confiderable and Co 
valuable in any,as a Royall Subject. 

Whereas then, the Sufferer inmy 

Text, is not only a God, butaJCing 

alio: 
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alfo ; not only* Saviour but a Sovc* Serm.%^ 
raigne, in what capacity foeve^ wc 
look upon him, whether it Ife as 
God, or whether it bo as Man : He 
was the only Supream,and Sev-eraign 
Sufferer in the world. 

Faffe we then from the noblenefi 
of the Sufferer, to take a gUmpfe of 
the ignoblenefs of his Paffion, imply* 
ed in this word Crucifie, they Crssr 
cified their King^vet ;JI. Itwasfaid , 
of old, Mnltorum manibm grand* / 
Itvatur opus, many hands make light r 
worke ; but if we would *pierciagly 
and exa Aly loot upon this Paffion, , 
upon this raurthering of a King • we - 
(hall finde many bands indeed 9 but 
* for worke the heavieft that eVer wa* ? 
read on^and how could it well bro- 
ther f when the miferies of this poor 
King was to fatisfie the malice of 
two parties? Mat^zj. i. when the > 
morning was ccme.aH the chief Priefis^ . 
and as the. Greek hath it, the lay - 
Hrejbytfrsjr the Elders of the people, , 
tvohg councell againft fefus to put him 
u death 5 they who prepared,plotted, , 
and purpofed their Kings deftru&i- 
on, they who raifcd an Army, and \ 
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Sim- 3- fcntStttttrds and Staves to ftpprehead 
hifti, thefe were (you fee) an Af- 
fembly of Priefts and Elder s,yet ehefc 
were not they that did the deed, theft 
wereiiot the Executioners -, thefe 
Voted, but theft did not Cracifie: 
Row in verfc-zj. of the fatAe Chap- 
ter, y w flttll fm&ttbt Soldiers «f the 
qtvcrnoltrs imkjfcf»s inte ikt&mnun 
HaB, . Mndgdthtred nnte Mm the tfhole 
b*»d efSoiditrsjdttd they jtfifped him, 
fay foiled him,vet. i$. thty cmtM^. 
ibey tuocht him , thy tyit mfon him^ 
verfiz$. and when they had fported 
enough at his fotrOwes, then in the 
tf.ver.4f Ihe Chapter, They £r»> 
tifedh$»\ they (not the Presbyters. 
o* Elders) but the Soukiiers brought 
him to the block, they Crucified him. 
. .Not barely and fimply put him to 
/ death, but they put ltim *d mrtrm 
I truc*f, tb the death of the Croflfe; 
I and indeed this had not been Envies 
Mafter-Pieee , had it not been fc>,. 
had they not. doathed him with 
fhame, as well as macerated him with 
paine; lad they not pot him as well 
to an ignoirittKras, as aff irkfonte 
death,, ■Envy *oald. have fitned 
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too dull, and too cook a perfc- Scrm. !*• 
cutor. 

And therefore to exprefle the teaj 
and activity of their cruelty, it is not 
faid here, they flew, but they Cru- 
cified him , that is, they inftided on 
him the extremity of (hame, forrow, . 
death . To a perfon of Honour , and 
efpecially to the fountain of Honour^ , 
to a King, ihame and dishonour, k is 
bitterer then death : fo that indeed k 
is hard to fay, whether the difpofiti- 
on to > and manner of this death, was - 
not more afflidion to the King, then 
death it felfe : For if we look upon 
thefe three particulars (though we 
muft pafle over a thouland bitter- 
rieflfest) 

i. What was done before they- 
brought him to the Court of Ju~ 
ftice? 

2. What was donethere? 

3 . What after Sentence ? we fliaH ■: 
finde there was nothing done , but 
what fpeakes Tyrannic and Ma- 
lice. 

For firft,to take off the appearance 
of their Envy, and to make -Malice: 
feme zeaie unto the^publick ; behold 

the- — 
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Semi- the King muft be brought as, a Pn- 
fonecto tbeBarre, and as a Male- 
fcdor before the Court of Juftice: 
but if we obferve the Tryall, We (hall 
finde nothing but Envy and Malice in; 

For in a placel «ow cited, Mat. 
27.7. I ibewed untoyonhow trie 
£r&fts and Eldtrs tookl councetl a-_ 
gainfi ftftu to put him to death, be- 
fore ever they brought him to the 
Court of Juftice, before , eyer any 
Proceffe drawne, or.wkneffei found 
out, the Prisrfts and Elders had re- 
folved upon the, queftion, they fate 
in CounceIl,and had agreed.tbe King 
muft dye,. the Prefidect muft ,and 
ftiould give the Sentence of death Bp^ 
on him: So that indeed the bringing 
bimbeforea Judge, the bringing the 
King before Annas, CaUfkat, Her 
nd and Ptlatt, this his appearance 
at (bore feverall Courts, it was only 
to puta ftire Face upon an ugly Sen- 
tence, it. only was, by the mockery 
of juftice to cloak the cruelty of ma- 
lice, for before ever he came thither, 
theCouncellhad* determined, Jefus 
their King mnft dye..

Secondly, fee the carriage of the Serm.3. 
bbfihefle when it came there, and 
we (ball firide that he was not tryed 
by any courfe of Law, or by anyle- 
gall principles : for if we look upon 
him as before C*iaphas, before the 
chicfe Priefts and the E\ikts,Mat.26. 
59. we ftiall finds tlftt all his Judges 
were parties, for the Scripture ex- 
prefly faith, the chief e Priefij and*El- 
aers, and all the Councell fought falfi -.1 

witnefe againft lefts, alltheCoun- 
eel,all that fate his Judges,or that did 
rife up in Judgement againft him, 
tfcey confpired and plotted how to 
put their King to death ; or look we 
irpon him a* he flood before Pilate, 
fcfefore the Prcfiilent, and we ftiall 
finde it was the Multitude, it was the 
Tumult, itwas Voices,not Law, that 
carried the caufe againft him. when 
Pilate fdw that he could not. frevaile 
any thing, but that rather a Tumult 
was made, Mat.27.24. then he rc-r 
leafed Barabbas, and delivered Je- 
fus to be. Crucified; Tumult and 
Votes, not Law or Juftice, brought 
the King unto his Cro& 

Indeed in the 25.ver.of the laid 27. 
- Chapter 
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Serm. ^Gxzptet of S.Matthew, it is written. 
Then anfwered all the people Jtis blood 
bt on us, and our children ; the chief 
Pricfts andElders,the prime and ciofe 
managers of this defigne, they in* 
tereft and intitle the people to it, as 
if this had been an aft of the whole 
people, as if it had been the _ peoples 

\ defire to have their King cut off, alt 

the people (aid, his blood be upon $u % 
and upon our children. Whereas in- 
deed if we look clofc into the ftory, 
we (hall finde that had the people 
been let alone, they would have been 
' '. as they were feme five dayes before,, 
all for the King, they would have 
proiecnted their former engagement, 
and have brought their King to his 
City with fafety and honour ; they 
were more inclinable, as it is in the 
Mat. zi. to cry Hof anna, then£V*- 
cifie, and had rather have ftrowed 
their garments in his way, then have 
imbrewed his in blood : Mat.z7.20. 
Whe chief Pr lefts and Elders per* 
[waded the multitude , the Leaders 
& Commanders they over-ruled the 
people; yeaifitwercas hard to get 
into PUates, a$ itwas into Caiaphas

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Gourt, there might then before, or Strm. i* 
at kaft but few prefent at bis try- 
4li» bat fuch who were the creatures 
And followers fcf the chief Priefts an4 
Elders ; for you (hall fade in the

That the doore was Jhnt, 4*4 Stint; 
Peter g&Mt.in^fap nfen tktintertjt 
rf Saint John ;,and nt> wonder if they 
fpake as they were taught, Crmeijtt

rance of the people, which Ftiat* 
flatly layes to the foryof the Rui 
ters: and indeed, no People, nor 
Rulers, but were extreamly ignorant 
of what they did, when they did this,

Thirdly , as you have feen what they

& how things were carryed there, e~ 
venfo if we look upon what was done 
after Sentence,we(hall finde nothing 
but Cruelty, nothing but a fiatlyea 
mixture of Infetny and Sorrowes. 

And this will appeare. from thefe 
two things,

^ Firft the place, Iertfalem, the 

Royall City, the City of David; and 
muft it not needs be an. aggravation 
of (hame,, and, forrow for. the 
Sonne of 'David * for the King of 
Sioni there to lay his head upon the 
block, there to weare a crowne of 
Thornes , and there judicially to be 

Sut to death, where he and he only 
louldhave fate upon the Throne? 
Indeed it was not done before his 
Pallace, it was not done, before his

done where it might bring molt dif- 
guft and diftafte upon him. Mom 
Calvaria, id efi decoBattrum, "Mount 
Calvary, that is,according to fe tome , 
the place of common Execution, the 
place where Malefaftors were be- 
headed ; now there where that fame 
day a couple of theevs were to be pet 
to dcath,thece,& in the mid ft of them 
(as if he had bin like to one of them,)

deed* not only the place, but the ^ 

very inftrument of his death, that he "I& 

ftiould be nay led to the CrofTe, be 
numbred among tranfgreffors , and 
dye as a Malefaaor, this is to a King; 
to a righ teous innocent King, a thing 
bitterer then death ... 

Secondly,. And in a word then to 
conclude this point,, when, the Jewes 
were fo Rebellious,, as to confpire 
and attempt the killing of their King, 
they added this wkkednefle above 
all, they killed him after, the moft 
, ignominious way, after the moft irk- 
fome and tedious invention,, that 
thofc times had, 

. They were not fo mercifull as to, 
ky an Axe unto his throat , or a 
Sword unto his Heart, but in the 
places moft remote,, in the Hands 
and Feet, where they might multiply 
anguifh, and not haften death; where 
they might wound,but not kilh where 
they might afflid, but not difpatch ; 
there they tortnented.therc they tor- 
tured, there they ftudyed to grieve 
and vex his righteous foul: So that of 
all the fad fbe&acles under Hcavejn* 
• <*f 
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Serm-l- of all the cruelties that ever the 
Beafts of the people prefenied to the 
world, there is none likate oppreffed 
Wajefty : never is Ambition, Envy, 
Malice, or what brutUb afife&ion (0- 
cver is predominant, never is Rage 
and Fury lb highly, and & full fedi 
aswhenitdriokes the blood Royalf :

And on the other fide* if we look* 
apOft the injuries mi indignities he 
foffered, if we.looke upon the pro* 
vocations, add testations, the Info* 
knee tod Malice \ Jealoafics and 
Feares did heap upon him, wc (hall 
fiflde hitt a Patient beyond Prefidcat, 
ft thte indeed k is hard to fcy, whe- 
ther thi* Kingdid fftOf e gocnLor fu£ 
ftred mtt erifl for m y fach good 
he did % that except the integrity

Our King aot only fuffercd. for fa- 
tisfa&iori, f ut^atfa for imitation ; to 
that indeed wcarc not . only to looke 
upon him as a Saviour, , but alfo as a 
fuffererjnotonfy who fuffered for us, 
but alfo as one who made himfelfe j 
an exampleto teach us to fuffer, in : 
whichewe have not him for an exam- | 
pie. Honour , Freedome , Eftate, 3 
r.j Friends, Life, thefe are the darlings 
that we dote upon ; and in which of 
~*~ thefe can we fo deeply fuffer in, as 

our King did ? In Hoaour we cannot, 
for his i$ the Throne, and ours but 

the 
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the Footftoole ; he the Fountaine, Serpt.3, 
and we but the waft of his fulneffe, * 
And yet in point of Honour never 
was fuch a fufferer as he was, and in-- . 
deed they could never have made him 
fach a iufferer, had they not firft 
wounded , and devefted him of his 
Honour : We (hall fee in Numb. 16. 
that grand and firft conspiracy of 
Corahs Dathan find Akir*m } it began 
with afperfions,and calumniating au- 
thority, ver. 3 . 7V taki t0 * ninth upon 
joh, they endeavoured to make 
Jllofes arid Aaron appeare Tyrants, 
and ufurpers upon the people ; even 
& when the Jevqes had a defigne and 
a defire to Crucifie their King, the 
iirft thing they endeavour is, to make 
him odk>us,and to lay ("they care not 
!k>w faife , fo prevalent) Treafons. 
inifdemeanours, or any things hate- 
full to his charge, fokn 2.17. of 
whom jt is there written, the Jceale 
<f thy houfo hath eaten me up, even 
him they accufe, and traduce unto ^ 
the people, as one who would dc- 
ftroy thcrfemple. He of whom it Mat. i*. 
is written, Bj we Kings raivne> he * *. 

who gave it in exprcfle charge,

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Serm* 3. -Afe.M.21. To give mtoCeftr the 
things that Me Cefars, yet even he, 
£#4*22.2. Hands there indeed for 
forbidding tribute to be paid to 
C*/ir, and for being no friend *o 
Cefar. He who indeed was ipfaverir 
taij Truth it felfe, himthey charge as 
an Impoftor, or a "Deceiver ; He in 
whofe mouth there was found no 
3>uile , be who was as a Lamb with* 
outipot , even him as a Malefa<9:or, 
and a Viilaine, they deliver .up. He 
who was the onely one to lave, him 
they traduce, and charge for the per- 
verter of the people. Now I befeech 
you, which of us fhould not with all 
patience heare, and beare the caluo*- 
ny of the people? which of us (hould 
not arm againft accuiations/flandecs, 
and evill tongues , when you fee the 
King of Glory , theKing of Rjgbte- 
oufnelfe, the King off Peace , he had 
his honour laid in the duft, and had 
thofe things, which he never thought, 
much lefle did^laid to his charge. Are 
vrt accufed for Popife pervcrters of 
Religion , and as a Roman party ? It 
is no more then our Kiug was, who 
- was charged Co deftroy that Temple. 

or 
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of whofe leaft profenation he wasSim. 3 
extreamly zealous. Are we defamed, 
reviled, perfecuted, and undone, for 
what we never either thought or did? 
Tis but our Kings cafe, Should we 
be mocked asr fools, fpit upon as Jews, 
whipt as rogues, boxt asboyes, and 
ill this injurioufljr too? Yet in all 
things we have a Royall Prcfident, a 
King, and the beft of Kings fuffering 
all this. So that < in point of honour, 
never was a greater violation then 
what he fuffered ; firft the Funerall 
of his Honour, and then the Obfe- 
fluiesofhimfelf. 

Againe, as Dishonour , *ven fo 
Reftraint, it is a preffing grievance, 
efpeeially when theEftate that fhould 
fweeten, and the Friends that fhould 
comfort, are taken alfo ; and yet if it 
pleafe God to put us to it, it is no 
more then his own Son,no more then 
his own Anointed, no more then the 
King endured. In the 18. o£f$k*jvtr. 
12. The Band, the faptaine, <tnd Of- 
fleets of thefews , t&bk^ Jifa , **d 
btmdhim ; the SouMiers not onely 
took, but bound th# King ; nor onely 
fo, but fo difqsieted Mm, that as \i 

they 
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Serm.y. they bad a defireto havediftradcd 
him , they fuffered not his eyes to 
fleep, nor the temples of his head to 
take any reft: Yea notonelyfo, but 
they crowned him wish thornes , and 
fo amazed kim wkh cruelty^ that had 
not he been more King of hisPaffi- 
ons, then of his Sub je&s f raiferies and 
forrowes would have prevented the 
Court of Juftice. 

Nor doe they onely take his Free- 
flome, but his Revenue alfo ^dividing 
his garments^ as 'tisinthe23. wr/r, 
and cafttng lots for his coat. As for 
his aMowance^we can read of nothing 
bnt gall, and vinegar , they fed him 
with nothing but reproach,icorn, and 
the bread of affliftion; yea, whereas 
ordinary and common prifoners have 
the comfort of their friends, of the 
twelve, till after Sentence we find not 
fomuch as one, (not fo much as a 
Chaplaine with him .) So that indeed 
as a great aggravation of his mifery, 
and as a confiderable augmentation 
of his forrowes, the Prophet in his 
perfon faith, Ifa. 63. 3. / hai/e trod* 
the mnefreffe a/one, and of the feople 
there was none with me a none who 

would 
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would carry comfort were fuffered Scrm. 3 
to have acceflfe,or addreffe unto hitn'. 
So that indeed, there was never fuch 
a captivity, never fuch-a reftraint, as 
this poore King had. 

And therefore, fliould any of lis 
come to that fad condition, as to lofe 
Freedome, Eftate, and which is 
bitterer ,. the confolation of our 
Friends ^ let us (till remember the 
Son ofGodjthe^Son of David, th* 
King of glory endured all this. 

And yet there is a greater evi- - 
dence of his patience, then all this ; 
and that is, in his laft aft, in his fo 
patient fubmitting to an unjuft Sen- . 
tence^ in the meek refignation of his 
facred Majefty to the ftoOle of wic- 
kednefle : John 18.6. He no fooner 
faid to the party that came to look x 
him, lam he, but for all their fwords 
and ftaves,they went backwards&fell 
to the ground ; a plaine evidence that 
he had power within to have blafted 
their enterprize; but when hefawit 
was Gods will that thofe Savages 
fliould be his Inftruments, when he 
knew his houre was come, then fee 
his patience, he drinkes the cup, 

G carrieth 
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carrieth his own Crofc j and when 
Tie came to Cttirarj, when he came 
to that Weft whert the Siihhe of 
rightebu&effew&tofet, hertatd his 
liead upon the block, ftfetcheth ■&$ 
armes at length, and fo as /a flieep 
to the ftaughter, ytilds witfc6utTnur- 
muring to oe made a Sacrifice : So 
fc tbat if this example Will nit, I know 
not what tan mo*e us to be pati- 
fent. *

Again, Is it fo, that an Aflbciation 
and a' Combination in wickednefTe 
Strengthens the hands,and impowreth 
malice ? what then would an Aflo- 
ciation in godlinefle and good things 
do > Indeed Religion it felfe, if we at- 
tend theWord,it is only znHoljCom- 
bintrion, a fteligation, or Ohligatiop 
to the things of God. Should wee 
then but change that wicked Venite\n

Church ; Did we but fo come, and

1 then do, when indeed all their mem- 
ges were me ff ages ofpeac?. 

Now having been not only rebelli- 
on* in denying their Obedience , iyt 
alfo ungratefully eVen unto, bloud in 
the (laughter of the Prophets, The 
Husbandmen might very well fail a 
Jleafoning what was now to be done, 
whether Reverence, or Reliftancc, 
whether a Submitfton to the Heire, 
with an Aft of pardon and Oblivion ? 
Or a proceeding to higher mii- 
xheives ? which was to Jfevs/*,Rebell, 
and to cut off even the Heire Mmfelfe. 
It is Refolv'd upon the queftion they 
* will owne no guilt ; They will confeu 
no fault ; what they have done, wheJ 
ther 'mjifurfing the Vineyard, Deny 
ing their Dues; or Butchering t 
Meffengers, they will acknowfed, 
nothing. Yeaasiftheff«Y*hiadN

and confute about-- —They Reafoned Serm.4. 
among tbemfefoes^fajing, this is the 
Hei*e,come — let us take fome order 
with him, let us fo dealc with him, 
that the Inheritance may be ours ; fo 
deale with him, that he may be couri* 
table to w,not we to him; In a word, 
they Reafoned faying — This is the 
Hei e, come let m k^ll him* So that 
the fecoftd and maine part of their 
Reafoning was how to difpofe, and 
order what was Requifite to this endj 
And indeed this required a great 
deale of Reafoning too. For> if we 
looke but upofl ver. 5,6. of this 
Chap. we (hatt find they flood in fuch 
Awe of the people, that they durft 
not pafs a rafli judgment, no not up- 
oruhe Baptifme of fohn, much lefle 
upon the Heire in the Text. And 
therefore they firft Reafon among 
themfelves how to take off the peo- 
ple, and how to make him Defpicable 
in their efteeme. And indeed, to 
fumme up that long work in a word > 
this they did by taking His Revenew 
and his Honour from him. For take 
from the Heire his Vineyard, take

The covetous, andfuch as are re- 
fdlved to enrich themfelves, they 
nether reverence the Lawes, fearc 
God, nor have any ftiame or honefty 
in them. Juft like the .Husbandmen 
in my Text, who, though they knew 
the Heire, and knew his Title, knew.' 
what was his, and how it was his, yet : 
againft allthelawofMan,a.gainft all 1 
the feare of God, yea againft all i 
common (hame and honefty, they are 
refolved to caft him out of his Vine- 
yard,to feize what they acknowledge 
his, yea his Inheritance, and to hold * 
it as it were their own; 

As Covetoufxejfe^ even fo Ambit > 
Mf,itdriveth thorough all enorfin:-- 
ties ; For as the Difciples, who that 
they might fit higheft, and nigheft : *

Ic is reported of rfgrippn*, the 
Mother of 3{ero , that fhe was fo 
highly befotted with the ambition of • j 
having* S-»te to bean Emperour,, . 
that ir.e poyfoned her Husband, and 
cared not her felfc for to he killed, fo 
he might reigne. If now ambition 
tomake way for Another^ can make 
the wife to make away her Husband,, 
be content her felfe ibr to be mnr, 
thered;^ no wonder then rf theKuf- 
bandmen in my Test, that they 
themfelves might reigne, and they 
themfelves might have the Inheri- 
tance; no wonder if they, that the 
Vineyard might he theirs, reafoning 
among themfelves concluded, faying, 
This U the Heirs , lit w kill him, thai 
the 
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the Inheritance maj.be ours, Ambiti- Serm.&. 
ous and covetous wretches they know 
not godlinefTe, but gaine, nor care 
whole that (hould be; which by crafty 
or power, they can make their own. * 
Bfc it an Inheritance, and be it knowne 
to befo, yea be it his Inheritance, who- ' 

is immediate Heire to the Almightj ; 
be it the Inheritance of Gods anorntej y _ 
even the Son of God, yet even hUIn- 
kerifancti (be the guilt what it may 
be) they are refolded to make their 
owne ; for though they confeffe and . 
acknowledge he had the Right and 
Title of Inheritance to his Vineyard, 
yet they fay, Come lit us kill him that 
the Inheritance maj be ours. 

The ufe we ought to make of this 
point is, That w£ be content (as fer- 
vants ought to be) to ferve God, in 
what place, or office hepleafe, and not 
proudly to thruft our felves into fuch' , 
places and dignities as he never or- 
deinedfor us, or us for.

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the ufurpafion of poore Nafaths Serm. 4. 
Vineyard could finde no conveniency Vcr. f • . 
inaKingdome, this petty covetouf. 
nefle it put her upon high defigncs, 
for (he iffued out the Kings writs, 
fummons and calls as to a Court of 
Juftite , tbeJElders and the Nobles, 
proclaimes a # day of Humiliation, 
commands a Faft, cajls Nabotb as to Ver. 9. 
a Triall , fijbborns Witneffes, over- 
rules the Judges : And all this, only 
with the mock&ry tf Religion, and 
Juftice, to cloake the cruelty of mur- 
ther and oppreffion. 

Now, if the tbirft of fuch a petty 
thing as 2^abotbs Vineyard, ifthe un- y c j f u

. Vineyard in Scripmrephrafe denotes 
and, deciphers a felefted people, a 
people »pon whom God looks,, not 
only as men, but as men under fucha 
profefiion, fo that Vineyard mdeede 
fignifieth-- Ecclefta Dei, the Church 
of God : For, though the whole 
world be the Htiret, yet onely k : $ 
chofenarehis Vineyard,- otiely fuch 
asfeareandferveriim, they only are 
his Inheritance. 

Whereas then, the Husbandmen in 
my Text fay — Let m kill the Heire 
that the Inheritance may be curs:

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for the underftanding hereof, we Serm. 4. 
muft confider of this Inheritance, or 
Vineyard two mariner of wayes : 
x., Spiritually, 2. Secularly. 

Spiritually 1 the Inheritance of 
> Chrift being the falvation and re- 
1 demption of his Church ; ofthisthey 
could not rob him ; this is fuch an 
Inheritance that cannot be taken . 
\ from him. And therefore, a little be- 
fore they laid violent hands uponhim* t ^ 
theHeire gives thanks unto the Fa- V

1 Though they bad power to take his 
Life,, and fied bis Rloud, yet they, 
could not deprive him of his (jlory, 
his fpirituall Eftate, and ghoftly In- 
heritance, that the^ could not take 
from him. 

Indeed,. fecularly and temporally- 
confidered , his Kingdome in this, 
world, his earthly Vineyard, and his 
temporall Inheritance, that which he 
baft, efteemed ; this was that which 
they were moft inflam'd upon/ there- 
fore they reafoned, afTociated, and 
refolved to kill the Heire , that .

Saint Cryfofiome in his explication 
4®. »n of this very Parable, makes this Ob- 
Mat-ii. fervation,™ Pofiquam introivit in 
Temflum,— After our Saviour en- 
ured into the Temple, and began to 
purge the honfe of his Father from 
Sacriledge & Prophanation,when the 
Heire endeavoured to bring Religion 
to its purity, when he began to caft 
out jthofe things, in quibus Sacerdotts 
avari dc/ettabantur, in which the po- 
pular and covetous Clergy took de- 
light, txmpracipte cogrtarnnt ettm 
oceidert. Then, iaith'he, even from 
that tmuj, then when they Taw the 
people were fike to 'be undeceived, 
and, astheJFather goefti on, — No* 
erit pepulfu ifie pdjfejfio nofira^ that 
they no longer were like to have po- 
wer over them ; then did they ga- 
flier an AfTemMy, reafon, and con- 
clude, they mtfft either fyB &e Hcire, 
or hfe the People; fo that if you 
would know what the Inheritance 
was, which the Husbandman killed 
the.Heire for : In a word itwas~~ 
the Power and the Profits of the_peo-

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Serm. 4-^>f thcfe Earthly Tabernacles, can 
we but aflbre the Heavenly Inheri- 
tance to be ours; and indeed, nothing 
can be fo ours, nothing can be du- 
rable, and as an Inheritance to us,but 
that only; for though the Husband, 
men k&tA the Heire, and therefore 
kiird him, that they might fetze and 
(hare the Inheritance ; yet when they 
had thus done,when they had thrown 
him out of his Vineyard, when they 
had cut him off from the Land of the 
living , yet even then they could not 
fay, The Inheritance is ours. For 
though they all agreed to divide Che 
Heire > to divide the Inheritance 
proved a JMrperbufinsffc. 
Let hs kiU the Heire \ that the In- 
heritance may be ours. 
Ours ? whofe* Ours lay the chief 
Priefts, Ours fay the Elders, Ours 
fey the men of Warre , Ours fay 
the Elders, for we are <?&*$?%& 
45 ***, we are the chiefe of die 
people, Ruling Elders; We are 
thole who plotted and laid the 
hufinefTe ; Oar* fay the chiefe

Among ns of the Mimftery, how 
many are there who cry out, the 
Gofpell, the Gofpell; they muft 
preach the Gofpell ; when indeed 
they make that chiefly their Gofpell, 
which will game them an Inheri- 
tance? How many are there who 
have thrujt into, and invaded other 
mens Vineyards, Prtachixg thu, 
and Praying that , ( meerly as lie 
Hnsbandmen kill the Heire; that 
their brothers Inheritance, may be 
theirsIHow many are therewhoplead 
at the Bar of Injuftice^nder pretence 
of Law?How many are there who la} 
theit hand upon the Sword , under 
Column of Holinefle and Religion? 
How many are there Protefi , 
Covenant, Engage, and tenter their 
Confcience, under pretence of this, 
and under colour of that ? whereas 
indeed, would they as did the Huf- 
bandmen, confrfle and fpeak out, 
— All they do, fay or fweare, it only 
is , that the Inhtritntxe may- tt 
ours. 
Ours.xmihu. Monarchy as foun-
